The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed limitations having a method of making 
an array of non- volatile memory cells on a semiconductor substrate surface comprising the 
steps of forming an array of first floating gate portions across the substrate surface with a 
gate dielectric layer therebetween, forming a masking layer over areas of the substrate not 
covered by first floating gate portions, forming sidewall elements in the openings in the

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masking layer over first floating gate portions and forming second floating gate portions 
defined by the sidewall elements in at least one direction and contacting the first floating 
gate portion (claims 1-12) or forming second floating gate portions extending from first 
floating gate portions wherein each second floating gate portion extends along a plane 
perpendicular to the plane of the substrate surface and wherein the plane of the second 
floating gate portion bisects the first floating gate portion (claims 18-19).
